BUSINESS FAILURES TIN MANILA. 

Following swift on the failure of an 
American book company, comes , tho 
announcement of the withdrawal from’ 
business of a largo hardware and plumbing 
concern, says the Pur Hustern Review, To 
tho avernge mind these incidents convey 
tho ides that business cunditions in Manila 
are going from Ind to worse, when as 4 
matter of fact the reverse ia the case, 

Nearly all the business' failures here, 
and there have beon quite 5 numbor in tho 
last (avo years, are not due so much to 
bad conditions, as to tho lack of common, 
ordinary, every-day horse sense on thé part 
of the morchants themselves. Because a 
man with monoy to invest sees, or thinks 
he sces, somo one making a fair living in a 
purtivular line of business, he believes by 
putting on a better” front, and spending 
moncy more lavishly, be can take the 
“Tho stationory, book, and 
printing business ina town of a fow thou- 
sand Europeans mado a good fnir profit for 
one or at least two concerns, yet others 
jumped in ‘with expensive stocks, high 
rents, and oxtravagant management, ond 
thy result has been four failures in tho 
Jast two years and tho retirement of ten 
more. The unsuccessful merchant cusses 
out the town ng no good, and leaves the 
Islands only to comment unfavorably on 
conditions hore, whon asa matter of fact 
the entire fault is traceable directly,to his 
own lack of perception. : 

Now comes tho withdrawal of a largo 
American plumbing firm from the Talonds, 
which may. be. trnceable to the disaster. to 
the parent house in the San Francisco earth- 
quake, but the factremnins that whon they 
established themselves here over 9 year 
ago, tha fold was already well covored by
